As for the recognition given women, it was the 


result of pressure from the West rather than from 


the East, from the sociologists rather than from 
the rank and file of actual and prospective adher- 
ents. It will aid the Roosevelt candidacy in the 
section of the country where women now vote, 
and it will insure for him wherever the suffragist 
ranks are active and ardent a substantial support.

This, 
in itself, is no small responsibility, es- 
pecially as the form of credit in which 
we deal usually extends over a period 
of, from five to 50 years, and must, 
therefore, not only be safeguarded for 
the present, but until the-date of ma- 
turity.. As now carried on, the bulk of 
this business is done by less than two 
thousand banking houses, though the 
number is annually increasing. 
Corporate financing of the past decade 
reflects a rapid rate of commercial) pro- 
gress in the United States. The Boston 
News Bureau estimates the requirements 
for the first half of 1912 for railroads 
and industrial companies $1,557,146,000, 
a gain of 26.6 per cent over the corre- 
sponding period of 1911, and this does 
not include about $400,000,000 raised by

figures lend a conception of the stupen- 
dous volume of funds required to finance 
the nation’s day-to-day activities in the 
form of credit largely handled by the 
investment banker. 

The recent report of the comptroller 
of the currency shows that our national 
banks alone hold over $1,000,000,000 in 
bonds’ purchased for investments other 
thas government bonds, while our state 

sand trust companies hold over $2,- 

000 and our insurance companies 
any “$5,000,000,000, taking no account 
of those held by private banks, trust 
_, estates or individuals, which are un- 
- doubtedly a great deal more. 

To date the integrity of this form of 
eredit has been excellent and the market 
broadened. Otherwise, the popularity 
_ and prevailing rates of interest would not 
be possible. I do not mean to say there 
have not been some defaults and some 
losses, nor do I mean to say it is within 
the province of human intelligence to 
entirely eliminate them, yet I assume 
to say that the time is here when it is 
our duty to use every means at hand to 
improve our securities. 

I have no desire to specialize at this 
time, preferring to leave that to the 
future deliberations of this body. Suffi- 
cient it is for me to say that one par- 
ticular activity from which we could 
reasonably hope for good results would 
be the securing of greater uniformity 
in state laws governing the issuance of 
municipal securities; likewise the stani- 
ardization of the lawe of the various 
states creating public service commissions | 
and the issuing of public service securi- 
ties. ' We must deal today with many 
conditions where states make municipal 
bonds tax-exempt, no two of which are 
alike; also many laws governing the 
issuing of special assessment bonds, 
drainage bonds, levee and reclamation 
bonds, road bonds issued by districts, 
municipal and irrigation bonds, and vari- 
ous conditions regarding the debt limit

LONDON—The search for buried or 
submerged treasure always appeals fore- 
ibly to the adventurous human mind, 
so that when it is stated that yet an- 
other expedition is setting forth for the 
lonely island of Cocos it is a matter of 
no surprise, for here there is supposed 
to be a cave filled with pirate treasures 
of fabulous worth. 

The only new thing about this quest 
is the fact that two women are taking a 
leading part in the expedition. Having 
spent some months last year on Cocos, 
an island 500 miles west of Panama, in 
search of the whereabouts of the famous 
cave, they believe themselves to be in 
full, yet sole possession.of the key to 
the situation. 

The romance of Cocos began more 
than a century ago, when the notorious 
pirate Bonita, being supposed to have 
captured 21 millions sterling of Mexican 
treasure was further supposed to have 
found a safe cache for it on this tiny 
jsland. No less than 20 expeditions 
elaborately equipped, and possibly some 
hundreds of others, have invaded this 


pirate crew sailed from the harbor of 
Callao with a cargo worth £4,000,000 
and landing on Cocos stored their jewels, 
gold and precious stones in the safe 
custody of another hidden cave on this 
practically uninhabitable island. Once a 
German, so at least runs the report, 
spent 16 years in unwearying observa- 
tions, excavations and researches on the 
coast and inland. 

The steamer Melmore, which once 
carried passengers across the channel, has 
been secured for the expedition, and will 
start on her long voyage to the Pacific 
coast when her coaling operations are 
complete. Mrs. Barry Till and Miss 
Davies, the two women who claim to 
have discovered the fabulous cave, are 
journeying by a shorter route and will 
join the vessel at Panama. 

So serious is the interest attaching to 
this treasure island and so certain is the 
fact that a mighty find of valuables 
awaits the successful explorer, that in 
1896, Admiral Palliser of M. H. 8. 
Imperieuse with a large party of sailors 
and marines landed here and searched 
assiduously but without result. Later, 
Lord Fitzwilliam equipped a big expedi- 
tion to Cocos, but was doomed only to 
share the disappointment of his prede- 
cessor

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| Valuable Meteorite 
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C= BUTTE in Arizona contains a 
and 600 feet deep, that is believed by 
many to have been formed by the im- 
pact of a colossal meteor. Hundreds of 


| pounds of meteoric iron have been found 


scattered over the surrounding country, 
and there are countless pieces of iron, 
and bits of meteoric material to be seen 
on the floor and sloping sides of the era- 
ter. Prof. Elihu Thomson has estimated 
that between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 tons 
of earth and rock were displaced when 
the great crater was formed, and that 
the meteorite must have 
least 10,000,000 tons. Professor Thomson 
believes that it entered the surface of the 
earth at an oblique angle, and that new 
soundings at the south and southwest 
sides of the crater may reveal the orig- 
inal mass. The discovery would not only 
settle a much-discussed problem, but 
would be profitable commercially, be- 
cause, like every large meteorite, this one 
probably contains large quantities of 
iron, nickel, platinum and diamonds.—
